ed Iho report of its counsel, Judge 
George B. Okey and former Attorney 
General Timothy S. Hogan, recom- 
mending that t'.ie majority opinion 
he sustained in the now famous Pat- 
ten case in that court, which is to be 
heard next weclc on re-argument. It 
will sound strange to tha majority 
to have anything said ot its work by 
a labor group, but it is so recorded. 
If there could lie anything more out 
of the ordinary it was tb<s fact that 
Judge R. Jr. \Vanamakpr and Judge 
J. G. Johnson find themselves on the 
opposite side oJ flip case and at odds 
with labor. The preservation of the 
workmen's 'compensation law is seen 
to be Involved by the labor folks and 
that being t.i'uo they have not stop- 
ped to ascertain wlietlidr the decision 
interferes -with tho safety laws or 
not. 
Judge Okey says it will only
